They maintained that the ancient 
Egyptians had penetrated with an inexor- 
able logic “into the depths of the living 
necessity,” so that “they hated freedom and 
play.” They maintained, further, that it 
was the Egyptians who found in nature the 
law of “uniformity and harmony of parts” 
and had applied it in art.

Career of the Late Henry Karsch. 


The funeral of Henry Karsch, for many 
years a wholesale jeweler, 14 John street, 
New York, was held last Saturday from 
John Gennerich’s Sons undertaking estab- 
lishment, Ninth avenue, near 47th street, 
New York.

Death of Henry Bausch. 

Rocuester, N. Y., March 3.—It was with 
the deepest regret that the optical and jew- 
elry trades of this city learned yesterday 
that Henry Bausch, a member of the 
Bausch & Lomb Optical Co., had died 
early Tuesday morning, in Augusta, Ga., 
whither he had gone in the latter part of 
January to see if the southern climate 
would improve the condition of his health 
Mr. Bausch had been ill for some time, but 
his condition did not appear serious until 
a year ago. Arrangements have been 
made to bring the remains to Rochester, 
where the funeral services will be held 
from the family home, 646 St. Paul St. 

Henry Bausch was the third son of J. J. 
Bausch, who, with the late Capt. Henry 
Lomb, organized the firm of Bausch & 
Lomb, whose business grew into the great 
optical corporation which now bears their 
name. Henry Bausch was born in this 
city on March 14, 1859, and received his 
education at the Free Academy and Cor- 
nell University. After completing his 
course in college he entered the St. Paul 
St. factory of Bausch & Lomb, and to get 
a thorough knowledge of the business be- 
gan as a bench hand finally rising to the 
position of second vice-president. Being 
especially interested in the microscope and 
other scientific apparatus, he gave particu- 
lar attention to this department of the busi- 
ness. He personally looked after the man- 
ufacturing and construction of these in- 
struments and it was due to him that the 
concern made such _ progress in this line. 

Mr. Bausch was married in 1888 to Miss 
Henrietta Schubert of Philadelphia and his 
widow and one child survive him. Out- 
side of. business he took considerable in- 
terest in ‘politics, was a prominent Repub- 
lican and had held office as a member of 
the Board of Park Commissioners for many 
years. Among other institutions in which 
he held office was the Infants’ Summer 
Hospital, of which he was a member of the 
board of directors. 

Mr. Bausch was a publlic spirited citi- 
cen and his loss is felt by the entire mer- 
cantile world of Rochester. 


Thieves Get Jeweler from His Store by 
Decoy Telephone Message, and 
Then Steal Tray of Rings. 

TirFin, O., March 3—F. W. Birchard, 
66 E. Main St., last week, reported to tke 
pol.ce that a tray containing about 30 sig- 
net rings had been taken from his show 
case by thieves who played a clever trick 
upon him by using a telephone message 
to get him away from the store while they 
operated. 

On the day that the robbery occurred 
a young man called at the store and asked 
a saleswoman to change a $10 bill for him. 
He then asked her to show him some dia- 
mond rings. After looking them over, dur- 
ing which time the proprietor of the store 
came from the back of the room, he in- 
quired if the rings were ever sold on 
“time,” and learning that this was not the 
custom, he said that he would call again, 
He returned in about two hours and _ in- 
quired for watch keys. This time the pro- 
prietor waited upon him and asked him 
for his watch so that a key could be fitted. 
The young man said that he did not have 
his watch with him and departed. Later, 
at the noon hour, while the proprietor was 
at his desk in the rear of the store the 
same man in company with another man 
stopped in front of the window and studied 
carefully the interior of the store. They 
saw the proprietor and moved on up the 
street. 

Shortly after noon the proprietor of the 
store was called to a nearby telephone and 
left his store without locking the door. He 
was gone about five minutes and held con- 
vérsation with a man who said he was “Mr 
Green,” and asked if his watch had been 
repaired. The jeweler returned to look up 
the watch after having been told that Mr 
Green would call for it before the store 
wes closed up for the evening. 

The jewelry dealer learned that when 
“Mr. Green” called for him on his neigh- 
bor’s wire he was informed that the jewel- 
er had an instrument on the same tele- 
phone system and to call him on his own 
‘phone, but the man insisted that he wanted 
to talk with the jeweler on that particular 
telephone. Needless to say, “Mr. Green” 
did not appear, nor did the young man. 

The tray of rings was not missed until 
6 o'clock. There were several trays of 
rings in the case, but in his haste the man 
who committed the robbery must have had 
to reach over the show case and could 
just reach the top one, which did not hap- 
pen to be the diamond tray. The missing 
rings were in a plain leather case lined 
with purple velvet, which had receptacles 
for about three dozen rings. The rings 
were nearly all Roman finish and were 
mostly for gentlemen, there were three 
or four ladies’ set rings and some inex- 
pensive stone rings. One was a Masonic 
ring. 

The young man who called to look at 
the rings and to inquire for watch keys 
was not again seen. He is about 25 years 
of age, five feet tall and weighs about 130 
pounds. He has black hair, a smooth 
shaven face and wore a dark blue suit, a 
soft felt hat, but wore no overcoat. The 
other man who appeared with him in front 
of the window, the jeweler cannot so well 
identify. 
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Proposed Jewelry Schedules for the New Tariff 











Text of the Paragraphs Covering Jewelry, Gems and Imitation Stones Agreed Upon by 
the Trade and Government Officials Which Are Expected to be 
Reported by the Ways and Means Committee. 











WasHiIncTon, D. C., March 5.—It looks 
now as if there will be little discussion over 
the jewelry schedules of the new tariff 
when this is reported to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The chances for a fight over 
the jewelry paragraphs have been elimi- 
nated to a great extent by the fact that 
the manufacturers in the jewelry trade have 
carefully prepared a paragraph covering 
the duties on the various kinds of jewelry, 
and agreed together upon its essential pro- 
visions and phraseology after consulting 
with the experts of the Government and 
the treasury and customs officials. The 
paragraph is based upon the lines laid 

Ta a 
down by the experts employed by the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

In brief, the jewelry schedule provides 
for a 60 per cent. duty on gold jewelry, 
while cheaper lines are specified eo nomuine, 
each class being given a specific duty in 
addition to an ad valorem duty of 25 per 
cent. As far as the gem paragraphs are 
concerned, it is expected that but little op- 
position will be developed in the committee 
or House to the paragraph which has been 
suggested by the committee to the diamond 
and precious stone importers, as these trades 
have been asked practically no changes in 
the rates of duty from that now provided, 
but simply ask that the phraseology of the 
law be so changed as to eliminate all the 
questions such as those which have arisen 
under the old tariff. All precious stones 
cut or advanced in condition are put on a 
10 per cent, basis, all imitation stones used 
in jewelry upon a 20 per cent. basis, and 
all rough gems on the free list. Recon- 
structed and scientific stones are specifically 
provided with the imitation gems at 20 per 
cent. The schedules as proposed were for- 
mulated after a very careful study of the 
previous tariffs, including the various de- 
cisions in the courts, and are indorsed by 
practically the entire trade. 

The proposed new jewelry paragraph for 
the new tariff is as follows:

thereof, composed in chief value of silver, German 
silver or white metal mesh or links, valued at $2 
per dozen pieces, 10 cents per piece, and in addi- 
tion thereto three-fifths of one cent per dozen 
pieces for each one cent the value exceeds $2 per 
dozen; all of the foregoing, whether known as jew- 
elry or otherwise and whether or not denomina- 
tively or otherwise provided for in any other para- 
graph of this act, 25 per centum ad valorem in 
addition to the specific rate or rates of duty herein 
provided; all articles commonly or commercially 
known as jewelry or parts thereof, finished or un- 
finished, including chain, mesh and mesh bags and 
purses composed of gold or platinum, whether set 
or not set with diamonds, pearls, shell or other 
cameos, coral or other precious or semi-precious 
stones or imitations thereof, 60 per centum ad 
valorem. 

This schedule was sent to the Ways and 
Means Committee with a long communi- 
eation from the chairman of the tariff 
committee of the New England Manufac- 
turing Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ Associa- 
tion. The letter is practically a supple- 
mental brief to what has already been filed 
with the tariff committee of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Silver- 
smiths’ Association, and in addition the 
committee have received a brief, and a 
supplemental brief from the tariff commit- 
tee of -the manufacturing jewelers of 
Newark, representing the gold interests. of 
the trade. All manufacturing interests have 
now practically indorsed the proposed jew- 
elry schedules, and it is confidently ex- 
pected that it will be reported by the com- 
mittee just as it has been proposed. 

The gem schedules proposed by the im- 
porters and dealers in diamonds and other 
precious stones are the result of careful 
story both of trade conditions and the 
tariff decisions on the subjects in the past. 
The schedules are based on the present 
duties, and simply change the phraseology 
of the paragraphs so as to present a clear 
and common-sense classification that will 
avoid the legal and technical questions so 
prevalent in the past and bring about har- 
mony among all the paragraphs relating to 
gems, avoiding the inconsistencies that ap- 
pear in the present and the past laws. The 
complete text of the gem schedules as 
finally worked out by the committee from 
the gem trade and approved by the import- 
ers and dealers generally, as well as by offi- 
cials of the Treasury Department and cus- 
toms lawyers, are as follows, the paragraphs 
being designated by the numbers used in 
the present Tariff Act. New matter ap- 
pears in italics. 

Sec. 434. Articles commonly known as jewelry, 
and parts thereof, finished or unfinished, not spe- 
cially provided for in this act. 

Sec. 435. Diamonds and other precious stones 
advanced in condition or value from their natural 
state by cleaving, splitting, cutting, drilling, en- 
graving, ornamenting, decorating, or other process, 
and not set, 10 per centum ad valorem; imitations 
of diamonds or other precious stones, and com- 
positions of glass or paste, whether or not’ en- 
graved, painted, or otherwise ornamented or dec- 
orated, if suitable for jewelry purposes, scientific, 
synthetic, and reconstructed stones and doublets, 





whether composed wholly of precious stones or in 
part of paste or glass, and not mounted or set, 20 
per centum ad valorem. 

Sec. 436. Pearls, whether whole, split, drilled, 
matched, or strung, but not clasped, mounted, or 
set, 10 per centum ad valorem; all imitations of 
pearls not mounted or set, 20° per centum ad 
valorem. 

Sec. 436b. Articles made of coral, shell, or ivory; 
porcelain paintings and mosaics, if suitable for 
jewelry purposes, and not set, or mounted, 10 per 
centum ad valorem; all imitations of coral, shell, 
or twveory, porcelain paintings, and mosaics, if 
suitable for jewelry purposes, and not set, or 
mounted, 20 per centum ad valorem. 

Sec. 115. Manufactures of agate, alabaster, 
chalcedony, chrysolite, coral, carneian, garnet, 
jasper, jet, malachite, marble, onyx, rock crystal 
or spar, designed for industrial purposes and not 
suitable for jewelry purposes, including clock cases 
with or without movements, not specially provided 
for in this act, 50 per centum ad valorem. 

Free List. 

Sec. 545. Diamonds and other precious stones, 
rough or uncut, and not advanced in condition or 
value by cleaving, splitting, cutting, or other 
process, including miners’, glaziers’, and engravers’ 
diamonds, not set, and diamond dust or bort. 








Tale of a Plot to Burn Jeweler’s Store at 
Meyersdale, Pa., After His Auto- 
mobile Business Had Been 
Destroyed. 

PitrspurG, Pa., March 5.—The story of 
a plot to burn the jewelry store of T. W. 
Gurley, Meyersdale, Pa., was announced 
by detectives in Pittsburg this week, after 
the arrest of U. M. Weimer, owner of the 
Meyersdale Electric Mfg. Co., by Detective 
Frank W. Muncey of the Muncey Nation- 
al Detective Agency. Mr. Gurley is the 
owner of an automobile business at Mey- 
ersdale, a competitor to Weimer’s company. 
Weimer, the detectives say, made a con- 
fession in which he alleges that he paid 
a Frank Peters $500 to fire the automobile 
plant and was making arrangements with 
Peters to burn the jewelry establishment, 
so that he would put his competitor en- 
tirely out of business. On the other hand, 
Weimer says that he was forced to say that 
by detectives who held revolvers to his 
head and compelled him to make untruth- 
ful statements. Weimer was placed under 
$2,000 bail. 

Gurley is well known in Pittsburg and 
the news of Weimer’s arrest and the fact 
that Gurley had been made to suffer in 
such a manner, caused much discussion in 
jewelry circles. Gurley some time ago en- 
gaged in the repairing of automobiles, in 
addition to operating his jewelry store, and 
is said to have been doing a good busi- 
ness. Gurley’s plant was fired one night 
at 1 o’clock and it burned rapidly. A bomb 
filled with explosives that made flames 
rapidly is said to have been thrown into 
the Gurley plant. 

After Weimer’s release he made astate- 
ment in which he alleged that he was not 
guilty of any wrong-doing at all and that the 
entire scheme was cocked up by detectives 
to ruin him. This, Detective Muncey de- 
nies. He says that he has five witnesses 
to the confession, in addition to Attorney 
Frederick L. Kahle, before whom the con- 
fession is alleged to have been made.

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Jewelers’ Protective Union Holds Thirty- 
first Annual Meeting, and Elects 
Officers. 


The 3lst annual meeting of the Jewelers’ 
Protective Union was held at the offices of 
that organization in the Silversmiths’ build- 
ing, 15 Maiden Lane, New York, Tuesday 
of last week. The meeting was called to 
order by the president, O. G. Fessenden, at 
2.30 p. M., and the minutes of the previous 
annual meeting were read by the secretary, 
Ira Goddard, and duly approved. The 
president then read the annual report of the 
executive committee, which was in part as 


follows: 


There were, during the past year, 22 cases of 
travelers’ trunks going astray through the care- 
lessness of railroad or hotel employes. The union 
was successful in locating them shortly after their 
disappearance, and restoring them to their owners. 

The union is investigating conditions, and is en- 
deavoring to bring about some much needed re- 
forms, in such cases as the careless handling by 
transfer companies of travelers’ trunks, and not 
giving claim checks, and in cases of hotels where 
proper vaults for the safety of valuable stocks 
against fire and theft are not provided. 

In nearly all of the cases of robbery handled by 
thieves have been convicted. The 
never gives up, and it often 


the union, the 
union, of course, 
requires many months and sometimes years, to 
finally accomplish the desired result. 

The following are a few of the cases handled 
by the union: At San Francisco a traveler missed 
jewelry from one of his telescopes. It was ascer- 
tained that the porter whom he had hired to carry 
his samples was the guilty man, and he was ar- 
rested and pleaded guilty to the charge. The 
goods were recovered. In May a man was arrested 
at South Bend, Ind., for horse and 
buggy which he had hired. Subeqeuently he con- 
fessed he had been concerned in 


selling a 


various bur- 
glaries and an investigation showed that he was 
the man who, in December, 1907, robbed the 
trunk of one of our members at Canton, O. 
\lthough we were never able to recover any of 
the goods, because the thief disposed of them in 
pawnshops all over the country, piece by piece, 

is a satisfaction to know that he is now serving 
a 10 years’ sentence in a State prison in Indiana. 
rhis man was a porter, at the time of the robbery, 
at the hotel in Canton where our member was 
robbed. 


In June a member was robbed in Chicago of 
a wailet containing a large amount of loose dia- 
monds. Constant work on the case until October 
esulted in the arrest of the thief and his con- 
viction and sentence to serve a term Of not more 
than 10 years in the Illinois penitentiary. A con- 
siderable quantity of the goods were recovered. 

In November the porter of a hotel in Omaha, 
Nebr., stole a trunk from one of our members, 
and by the prompt action of the salesman and the 
police, assisted by our employes, the thief was 

on captured, convicted and sentenced to three 
years in the State prision. The trunk was re- 
covered intact. 

During the year a salesman far one of our 
members disappeared with a part of the goods en- 
trusted to his care. We succeeded in locating him, 
bringing him back to New York, where he was 
convicted and sentenced to a term not to exceed 
three years and six months in the penitentiary. 

Other cases were so small that it is hardly worth 
while to mention them in a report, but everyone 
f them required and received the attention of 
your committee and the proper investigation made 
f each case. 

Your committee has followed closely everything 
pertaining to the interests of the organization and 
re pleased to say that in its opinion we have an 
rganization second to none of its kind in the 

yuntry. 

In a report such as this it is impossible to go 
nto details. The patient work of our employes, the 
o-operation of our members and the interest 
taken by the travelers holding certificates in help- 
ing to improve the service, are appreciated, and 
made possible what has been accomplished. 


After the reading of the report of the 
xecutive committee the treasurer’s report 
vas read, and showed that the union was 
in good financial condition, although the 


amount expended during the year was large. 

The meeting then proceeded to the elec- 
tion of the officers and the executive com- 
mittee, which resulted in the unanimous 
election of Oliver G. Fessenden, president ; 
Frederick H. Larter, vice-president; Ira 
Goddard, secretary and treasurer; Fred L. 
Goddard, assistant secretary and treasurer; 
and as members of the executive committee: 
August Oppenheimer, Leopold Stern, 
George W. Street, Charles G. Alford, 
Augustus K. Sloan, William T. Gough, M. 
Luther Bowden and David Kaiser. 


Death of Guy W. Ott.

Involuntary Bankruptcy Proceedings 
Filed Against Sol. Friedman, 
Greensburg, Pa. 


PittspurG, Pa., March 6.—Sol Friedman, 
of Greenburg, who, as stated in last week’s 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEK- 
Ly, has been negotiating with his creditors 
for a settlement, has been thrown into in- 
voluntary bankruptcy. A creditors’ petition 
was filed this week in the United States 
District Court by Graffner Bros., whose 
claims aggregate $403.74; Biggard & Co., 
$858.18, and Goddard Hill & Co., whose 
claim totals $50.

Unusual Conditions Prevailing in the 
Diamond Market of Antwerp. 


ANTWERP, March 1.—At present our mar- 
ket is passing through a very vague and 
the most undecided period that we have 
ever met with. Some goods there are to be 
found in abundance and buyers fairly nu- 
merous, but these last are in active search 
of a certain line that is not to be found on 
the market; and the lines that are not in 
demand are there in such abundance that 
one wonders what sudden change will 
bring about the sale of these stocks. The 
result of this state of things is that the 
buyers go away as they came, as they do 
not care to risk buying the goods that over- 
flow the market. 

The fabrication of artificial diamond 
seems to be relegated to the background 
since the condemnation of the famous, but 
ill-fated, ‘‘Lemoine.”’ The 10 years’ im- 
prisonment that he got will certainly dis- 
courage the so-called inventors in quest of 
fame and lucre. From the discovery of 
diamonds in South Africa in the German 
possessions we have nothing to fear, for it 
already seems to be a question of following 
the lead given by large importers of Lon- 
don. And yet it remains to be known if 
the production will really be important. 

Daily the Amsterdam merchants increase 
in number on the Antwerp market; one 
could almost believe that we are on the 
verge of witnessing a general displacement 
of the great diamond center to our place, 
the number of Dutch moving to Antwerp 
being very large. One cannot help wonder- 
ing, at the rate things are going on, if 
Antwerp in the years to come will not find 
itself the great center of the diamond trade, 
while Amsterdam will hardly keep a few 
specialties. 

The coming to Europe of Americans is a 
good omen for the trade. The number of 
unemployed is not considerable, and were it 
not for the absence of certain goods every- 
one would be occupied, In conclusion I 
repeat that the market, although brisk, is 
undecided and difficult to describe.

Developments in the Bankruptcy Pro- 
ceedings Against the Keck and 
Duhme Concerns at Cincinnati. 


On application of the attorneys, the hear- 
ing on the claim of Oscar Keck, of the 
Herman Keck Mfg. Co., that he had a right 
to retain the $7,839.59 worth of diamonds 
which he removed from the Duhme Jewelry 
Co.’s stock after a receiver was placed in 
full charge of both the Herman Keck 
Mfg. Co. and the Duhme Jewelry Co., has 
been postponed until Saturday, March 13. 

As a result of the order granted Feb. 


27, by the United States District Court 
requiring the creditors to make more 
specific their allegations against the 
Herman Keck Mfg. Co., an amend- 


ment was filed March 5 in the court which 
charges that the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. 
has concealed $85,066.07 of its assets with 
the intention to hinder, delay and defraud 
its creditors. Also that diamonds valued 
at $55,566.07, precious stones and pearls 
worth $21,500 and semi-precious stones 
worth $8,000 were concealed between Sept. 
19 and Sept. 23, 1908, all of which were 
and still are the property of the Herman 
Keck Mfg. Co., and that they have ever 
since been concealed and continue to be so. 
The amendment also states that a further 
act of bankruptcy was committed, Dec. 22, 
when $300 was transferred to Oscar Keck, 
of the alleged bankrupt campanies, 

Saturday last, a claim was filed in the 
United States Court against the Herman 
Keck Mfg. Co. by Backes & Strauss, Lon- 
don, England, for $22,013.10 owed them on 
jewelry. They also join the other cred- 
itors in asking that the Keck concerns be 
declared bankrupts. Backes & Strauss claim 
the $22,013.10 is due on promisory notes 
given last Summer to extend credit on 
jewelry bought of them by the Herman 
Keck Mfg. Co. 

Mrs. Clara Keck, widow of the late 
Herman Keck, admiinistratrix of his estate, 
Saturday filed suit in the United States 
District Court against the Herman Keck 
Mfg. Co., the Duhme Jewelry Co., Oscar 
Keck as president of both companies and 
also against Robert DeV. Carroll, receiver 
of the Keck and Duhme companies. She 
seeks to obtain $188,000 in stock of these 
companies. She says that she was the 
owner of 243 shares of stock in the Her- 
man Keck Mfg. Co., and 982 shares of 
stock in the Duhme Jewelry Co. She also 
alleges that Oscar Keck induced her to 
transfer the shares of the Duhme stock 
to the Keck company. She alleges that 
she was misled by Oscar Keck, that the 
transfer was effected on incorrect state- 
ments and is suing to have her stock trans- 
ferred back to her. 

Also in her suit Mrs. Keck states that 
Oscar Keck, as president of the alleged 
bankrupt companies, refuses her request to 
give an account of the diamonds valued at 
$188,000 which she says are a part of the 
assets of the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. Mrs. 
Keck’s petition declares the Duhme Jewelry 
Co. is solvent and has assets of $200,000, 
and $35,000 liabilities.

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Jeweler’s Wife Assaulted by Robber, 
Who Steals Cash from Safe but 
Leaves Jewelry. 

CLEVELAND, O.; March 3.—A topic of dis- 
cussion in the trade here has been the das- 
tardly assault and robbery perpetrated Feb. 
26 at the home of Morris Goldberg, 5211 
St. Claire Ave, N. E., a burglar having 
knocked Mrs. Goldberg senseless with a 
blackjack, opened her husband’s safe and 
robbed it. A strange part of the robbery 
lay in the fact that about $1,000 worth of 
diamonds and jewelry were left by the bur- 
glar, but bills to the amount of $57 were 
taken. Mr. Goldberg believes that the bur- 
glar was scared away in the midst of his 

work. 

At the time of the assault, Mrs. Goldberg 
was alone, and the front and rear doors of 
the store were locked. The jeweler’s wife 
had gone to her apartments over the store 
and had just walked back to the kitchen 
when she felt a heavy blow on the back 
of the head; she fell to the floor, but the 
burglar continued to beat her and choke 
her until she was unconscious. 

Taking Mrs. Goldberg’s keys the man evi- 
dently went to the store and opened the 
safe and unlocked the compartment contain- 
ing the cash. A key to the compartment 
in which the jewelry was kept was on the 
key ring, but the burglar evidently did not 
open this, but taking the cash _ departed. 

When Mrs, Goldberg regained her con- 
sciousness she notified the police and sum- 
moned medical aid. As she was struck 
from the back she could give no description 
of her assailant. 








Creditors of the Memphis Jewelry Co. 
File an Involuntary Bankruptcy 
Petition. 

Mempuis, Tenn., March 5.—Creditors of 
the Memphis Jewelry Co., who conducted 
business at 164 South Main St., have filed 
an involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
against the concern in the United States 
District Court.

The business consisted large- 
ly of instalment sales of watches to railroad 
employes, and the stagnation in this trade 
is given as the principal reason for the as- 
signment.

Receiver Appointed for the Burn Jew- 
elry Co. in Involuntary Proceedings 
Brought by Creditors. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 3.—Involun- 
tary bankruptcy proceedings have been 
begun against the Burn Jewelry Co., doing 
business at 1907 Third Ave., and A. S. 
Smith has been appointed receiver, at the 
request of the creditors who filed the peti- 
tion against the concern. It is estimated 
that the liabilities are about $36,000 and 
the assets are approximately about $35,000. 

The Burn Jewelry Co. is controlled by 
Joseph A. Menge, who is president of the 
concern, and Eugene I. Burn, who is sec- 
retary and treasurer. The business which 
they conducted was established in June, 
1901, under the style of the Calhoun Jew- 
elry Co., which was incorporated in July 
of the same year, with a capital of $20,000, 
the incorporators being the partners of the 
old firm of G. R. Calhoun & Co., of Nash- 
ville, and J. S. Gaines, Jr. In 1903 the Cal- 
houns sold their interest to Mr. Gaines, 
who became the president, and in the latter 
part of 1906 the name was changed to the 
Burn Jewelry Co., after E. I. Burn had 
become interested in the business. Mr 
Burn had previously been connected with 
H. C. Abbott & Bro. 

The company moved to its present ad- 
dress in 1907, where it has one of the finest 
stores in this vicinity. Since last Summer 
the concern had been under an extension 
which would have terminated in October of 
this year. When the extension was granted 
the assets amounted to $59,000 and the lia- 
bilities over $53,000. The latter included 
the liabilities for the capital stock.

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Omaha Jeweler Causes Arrest of Greek 
Who Claims to Have Found Valu- 
able Pearl Necklace. 

OmaAHA, ‘Nebr., March 5.—Albert Ed- 
holm, a well-known jeweler of this city, 
yesterday turned over to the police a Greek 
giving the name of John Savis, who had 
in his possession a pearl necklace valued at 
$100,000. 3etween the hours of 1 and 2 
p, M., March 4, Savis entered Mr. Ed- 
holm’s store and asked Mr. Edholm if the 
small pearl (eight grains) he had was 
genuine, “It belongs to a friend of mine, 
and I would like to know its value also,” 
he remarked, A close examination by Mr. 
Edholm showed it to be real and of great

value. The pearl was drilled. Mr. Ed- 
holm became suspicious, as he believed the 
pearl was one of a necklace.

search at the store found no other 
ls, but a new Colt’s revolver was taken 





from the Greek, who was hurried to the 
station, where, in his undergarments, all 
wrapped in cotton batting and tissue paper, 
was found a magnificent Oriental pearl 
necklace, 18% inches long, and composed of 
graduated pearls from eight grains to 20 
grains, with a diamond clasp. The total 
weight of the pearls was 540 grains, A 
long list of questions followed, and the 
Greek said that they belonged to a friend. 
He said he did not steal the necklace, but 
found it in front of the Waldorf-Astoria, 
in New York, Later he said he found it 
in front of the Knickerbocker Hotel, in 
that city. He found the necklace, accord- 
ing to his story, lying on the sidewalk, at 
about midnight. He kept it in his pocket for 
several days, looking for a reward, but saw 
none. He said he was employed as side- 
walk cleaner for the Knickerbocker Hotel, 
and told his story straightforwardly. After 
Feb. 10 he left New York, came west and 
located in Omaha, where he was promised 
a place as interpreter for a gang of Greek 
laborers. He expected to leave for North 
Platte, Nebr., and that was the reason for 
having a revolver with him, he said. 

Later developments at the police station 
showed that a diamond necklace answering 
the description was lost by Mrs. O.C. Heinze, 
of New York, some time between Nov. 26 
and Novy, 27, in the Knickerbocker Hotel, 
New York. 

The Greek, Savis, together with a Greek 
labor agent for the Union Pacific named 
Mandannis, entered the store of A. Mandel- 
berg to have him pass judgment on the 
pearl, but Mr. Mandelberg not being in at 
the time, nothing could be learned, and the 
men left, Savis going to Edholm’s store 
alone. It is now rumored that Mandannis 
knew of the pearls the other Greek had in 
his possession, for Savis showed him one and 
told him he had many more in Council 
Bluffs, and asked him to accompany him to 
a jewelry store to get one appraised. Much 
praise has been given to Albert Edhoim for 
his clever work. The police will arrive 
from New York this week and take John 
Savis back. 


Omana, Nebr., March 8.—Developments 
in the Heinze necklace affair were many 
to-day, the last coming this evening when 
the necklace was quietly turned over to 
Mr. Heinze, who got out of the city im- 
mediately in order to prevent further com- 
plications. Mr. Heinze held half a dozen 
conferences with the police, the Greek, at- 
torneys representing the different factions 
and with an attorney whom he had himself 
retained. 

In the afternoon Savis, the Greek, was 
released on bail, which he gave himself, and 
Tuesday morning he will be formally re- 
leased from all charges, Mr. Heinze saying 
that the necklace was not stolen. The at- 
torney for Savis says he will hold the cus- 
todian of the necklace responsible for its 
production in court Saturday. Mr. Heinze 
paid the $500 reward to the jeweler who 
reported the matter to the police.

Call for Jewelers of New York to Meet 
at Utica, March 25, and Form a 
State Association. 

Utica, N. Y., March 8.—At last a de- 
termined effort is about to be made to or- 
ganize the jewelers of the Empire State, 
and a meeting for this purpose will be held 
Thursday, March 25, in the Chamber of 
Commerce rooms. The call for the meet- 
ing, which has been sent out over the 
names of jewelers from all parts of the 
State, reads as follows: 

To the Retail Jewelers of the State of New York: 

Organization, which is the great cry of the age, 
has at last reached the retail jewelr, and now we 
hear of the work which the national, State and 
local associations are doing to improve the con- 
ditions of the retail jeweler, individually and 
collectively. 

In this great work, New York State has not as 
yet taken any part. True, there are several local 
associations within her borders, but their sphere 
is limited, and the good which they accomplish 
must necessarily be of a local character. 

We. who have signed our names to this call, 
believe that there should be a live organization of 
retail jewelers in the great State of New York; 
that New York State, which leads in everything 
else, should lead in this great undertaking. As 
individuals, we can accomplish but little; collec- 
tively and moving against a common evil, we can 
accomplish great good for all. 

We cannot hope to accomplish any great achieve- 
ments the first year or two of our existence. An 
organization must feel its way carefully; canvass 
every situation thoroughly to avoid making false 
steps, and then, after deciding what is for the 
common good, to work unitedly to bring about the 
desired results. 

What say you, brother jeweler, regarding this 
matter? Do you believe that there are matters 
of trade abuse which can be corrected by asso- 
ciation work? Do you believe that the conditions 
of the jeweler can be improved by association 
work? Do you believe that the unfriendly com- 
petition which exists in some localities can be 
lessened or entirely removed by the good work 
of the association? Do you believe that we can 
all benefit by written papers on trade matters, and 
by open friendly discussion of different matters 
of business? Do you think that you can afford to 
associate with your fellow craftsman and learn 
from friendly intercourse with him, what his 
means and methods are of disposing of perplexing 
problems? 

If you can answer “Yes” to any or all of these 
questions, then you should be willing to give to 
such an organization your enthusiastic support. 
Now, then, what we want you to do, is to lay 
aside the cares of your own particular business 
for one day and come--to Utica, N. Y., on Thurs- 
day, March 25, 1909, and assist us in organizing 
in proper manner, an association of retail jew- 
elers of the State of New York. Come prepared 
to offer helpful sus,gestions and to assist in any 
capacity you may be asked to serve. 

The promoters of this enterprise have no axes 
to grind, no interests of any kind to serve, 
but we believe that there should be an asso- 
ciation of this kind, and we therefore issue 
this call for the members of the retail jewelry 
of the State of New York, to meet in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Rooms, Martin Building, Utica, 
N. Y., on Thursday, March 25, 1909, at 2 Pp. M., 
for the purpose of organizing a State association 
of retail jewelers. Headquarters will be estab- 
lished at Bagg’s Hotel.

Newark, N. J., March 9.—Arthur Ernst 
Lebkuecher, for several years head of the 
firm of Lebkuecher & Co., 28 Prospect St., 
died at his home, 2 Winthrop Terrace, East 
Orange, Monday morning, after a long ill- 
Eight months ago he became ill with 
Bright’s disease, and has since been an 
invalid. His condition was not considered 
serious, however, until last Thursday, when 
an acute stage of the disease developed. 

Mr. Lebkuecher was born in Newark, N 
J., Dec. 1, 1856, and for many years lived 
in the old family homestead at 450 Wash- 
He had been a resident of East 
Orange for the last eight years. He was 
formerly of De Raisnes & Co., and later 
formed the concern of Lebkuecher & Co., 
silversmiths. Associated in the business is 
Frank Lebkuecher, his nephew and a son 
of his brother, Julius Lebkuecher, of Kre- 
mentz & Co. C. C. Wientge was until re- 
cently of the same firm, but is not now 
connected with it. 

Deceased had traveled extensively and 
was interested in art. He was a Forester 
and a member of the Eintracht Society of 
Newark. Since moving to East Orange, 
Mr. Lebkuecher attended the Munn Ave. 
Presbyterian Church and was a member of 
the Men’s Club of that church. He is sur- 
vived by a widow.

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Robert G. Marshall, an Optometrist of 
Boston, Mass., Commits Suicide 
by Inhaling Gas. 

30sToNn, Mass., March 8.—Robert G. Mar- 
shall, aged about 50 years, an eye refraction- 
ist, was found dead in his office in the Knick- 
erbocker building about 10.30 this morn- 
ing, having taken his own life by inhaling 
illuminating gas. Edward S. Adams, an 
optician, who formerly occupied a part of 
the office where Marshall was located, had 
come to call on his old friend when he dis- 
covered the body. A note Marshall left 
behind read: “Tell the medical examiner 
that I have gone out by the gas route and 
that there is no special reason for him to 
perform an autopsy unless he is particu- 
larly fond of it.” Medical Examiner Mac- 
donald did not make an autopsy. 

Marshall was originally a watchmaker, 
having been employed several years ago in 
the factories at Waltham. He gave up the oc- 
cupation in 1893, following the big strike, 
and established himself as an optician in 
Waltham. He was prosperous, and a few 
years later decided to start a store in this 
city. He did so, and was very successful. 

Marshall, his wife and their son, now 
20 years old, were very happy, and their 
prospects were most roseate until another 
woman entered Marshall’s life. This wom. 
an, his friends say, broke up his home. He 
also lost much business and had to aban- 
don his Waltham store. In this city he 
moved about from place to place, prac- 
ticing as an optician and conducting op- 
tical schools. His office in the Knicker- 
bocker building, where he had been located 
a few months, was of late his only home.

F it be true, as has 
been stated in 
many quarters, that 
the eyes of the Euro- 
pean gem trade are fixed upon this country 
to determine by our importations whether 
or no 1909 is again to show a normal con- 
dition in the demand for diamonds. and 
other precious stones, then the figures show- 
ing the importaticns of precious stones at 
the Port of New York for the month of 
February should produce encouragement in 
the trade all over the world, as they are 
not only up to the standard of normal years, 
but far ahead of the amount imported in 
any February up to 1906, and practically 
equal to the importations for February in 
that year. In fact, the figures of last month 
are exceeded only by those of February, 
1907, which were unusually large and pro- 
duced by almost abnormal conditions. 
According to the report of the appraiser 
at New York, made last week, the total 
value of the precious stones which came 
into this port in the 28 days of February 
amounted to nearly $3,000,000, or, to be 
exact, $2,916,710.55—more than 14 times as 
much as the importations for February a 
year ago, when the total amounted to $200,- 
43.14. Of the total last month the value 
of the cut precious stones and pearls im-

1907), and the walue of the uncut precious 
stones, principally diamonds, was $568,- 
698.13. A year ago the value of cut pre- 


cious stones and pearls was $175,859.33 and 
the uncut precious stones but $24,583.81. 

These figures indicate a confidence in the 
diamond trade in this country that is in no 
way open to question, and shows unmis- 
takably that the importers realize that the 
demand for diamonds is not only back to 
its normal condition, but is, or soon will be, 
on a par with that of the most prosperous 
years, 

A comparison of the figures showing 
importations of gems at New York dur- 
ing February in the last 13 years is inter-

The Collector at New York has been or 
dered by the Treasury Department to file an 
appeal from the decision of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers in the 
Tiffany pearl case? The case involves the 
duty on a number of pearls imported from 
Paris and delivered to the New York office 
of Tiffany & Co. for Morris Guggenheim. 
The United States claims that the pearls 
should be dutiable at 60 per cent. as jewelry. 
while Tiffany & Co. contend that they 
should be admitted at 10 per cent. as pearls 
in their natural condition. At the time that 
the case first came up some years ago the 
importing company paid the lower duty and 
later, when the Collector of the Port re- 
liquidated the entry and demanded 50 per 
cent. more, the jewelry firm refused to pay 
the additional amount of $8,000. _ Suit was 
brought by the Treasury Department and 
the case reached the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which reversed the courts 
below and held that the importers had pur- 
sued an improper course in not paying the 
additional duty, and the proper course for 
them to follow was to pay the money under 
protest and then go before the United States 
General Appraiser with a demand. for its 
return.

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Early Watch Escapements and How to Repair Them

THE CYLINDER OR HORIZONTAL ESCAPEMENT. 
HE famous Tompion, a watchmaker in 
London, who, by his labors, contrib- 
uted greatly to the good reputation of the

when the balance was at rest and the wheel 
in its place to escape, the point of the tooth 
then got just in on the cylinder edges and 
no more, A second notch was made below 
the other to allow the bottom of the wheel 
to pass, leaving hardly a fourth of the cir- 
cumference of the cylinder, the other leav- 
ing more than a semi-circle. 

The highest part of the wedge or curved 
teeth being in a circle greater or beyond 
that on which the point was, it is evident 
that if the wheel is urged forward it will 
cause the cylinder to turn, and the size of 
the angle of the escapement will be in pro- 
portion to the height of the wedge. When 
a tooth of the wheel escapes from the right- 
hand edge of the cylinder, the point of it 
falls into the inside; after reposing there, 
it then passes and impels the left-hand 
edge; on escaping it, the point of the suc- 
ceeding tooth drops on the outside of the 
cylinder, where it reposes; on the return 
of the balance it gets on the right-hand 
edge, giving a new impulse, and so on 
lhe teeth impel on both edges of the cylin- 
der, giving by each a vibration of the 
balance. 

The preceding description of the cylinder 
escapement is largely taken from Thomas 
Reid’s treatise, because, as this article is 
intended more for the instruction of watch 
repairers, an original description of it might 
serve the purpose better than a modern de- 
scription, which we find in such works as 
Saurnier’s and in several English editions, 
which will be called into requisition later on. 

In repairing a cylinder watch, the train 
of the movement is of as much importance 
as the escapement. Watches with the cyl- 
inder escapements were not known in 
France till 1728, when Julien Le Roy com- 
missioned one of them from Graham. 
Here these watches lost their character at 
first on account of the invention of the 
duplex escapements. But after many 
changes by the French, and more particu- 
larly by the Swiss watch makers, the watch 
with the cylinder escapement was so much 
improved that it became one of the best 
escapements that had preceded it, with the 
exception, perhaps, of one or two escape- 
ments which could not come into such 
general use. The Swiss superseded the 
clumsy brass escape wheel with a hardened 










































steel wheel and abandoned the use of the 
fusee in their watches, as they had dis- 
covered that watches with the cylinder 
escapement would keep good time with an 
unequal motive power, though the attain- 
ment of such property required certain 
qualifications of the motive power and con- 
ditions in the escapement. 

Such qualifications were: The main- 
spring should not be too strong and should 
make about five and a half turns in the 
barrel, of which one-half a turn should be 
set up by the stop work, which would leave 
one turn out of use, The diameter of the 
cylinder should have a certain proportion 
of the diameter and weight of the balance. 
Some minor proportions of the escapement 
would insure better timekeeping qualifica- 
tions. A repairer in repairing cylinder 
wtches should take note of these condi- 
tions and should examine all the depths, and 
more particularly the escape wheel pinion 
depth. This pinion is generally of six 
leaves, which seldom give a depth without 
friction, except the leaves of such pinions 
are what is termed barley-corn shaped 
lerves. Pinions with such leaves were 
commonly used in the old English verge 
watches in their minor wheel depths with 
low-numbered pinions, as such _ shaped 
pinion leaves make depths with very little 
friction; but their action in other respects 
is not uniform, 

The true running in the flat of the fourth 
wheel and its freedom from the escape 
wheel must be attended to. As watches 
with the cylinder escapement are some 
times made very flat, the fitting of the 
pivots is very essential, and hole jewels of 
the third-and fourth wheel pivots will some 
times have to be changed on account of 
being too large, and the close fitting of the 
center wheel pinion pivots will require 
bushing quite often. To prevent the inter- 
ference of the hands in some of the former 
flat watches, they were made without sec 
ond hands

difficult to take apart to clean. A better 
way would be to thread the different parts 
together, but it would probably cost more. 
Paper mailing tubes might do to experi- 
ment with to get the proper sizes and dis- 
tances, but the part around the bulb might 
not stand the heat unless lined with asbes- 
tos, The diaphragm, lens mount, and all 
parts of the tube below G should be a dead 
black inside.

English Certificates Issued to Watchmakers. 





EPAIRERS'’ certificates are issued by 
the British Horological Institute, 
London, E. C., to watch and clock repairers 
who satisfy the examiners oi their pro- 
ficiency, The certificates are of two classes 
both for watches and clocks—an ordinary 
and an honorary certificate. 

To obtain the ordinary watch repairing 
certificate, it will be necessary for the can- 
didate to show that he has a good knowl- 
edge of the verge, horizontal and lever 
escapements, depths of wheels and pinions, 
going barrel keyless work, and of the vari- 
ous mechanisms found in simple and un- 
compensated watches of this description. 
He will also be required to show his ability 
to turn and file and fit any new pieces to 
watches of the class mentioned which the 
examiners may require, in a sound and 
workmanlike manner, 

To obtain the honors certificate, the can- 
didate, in addition to the knowledge re- 
quired to obtain the ordinary certificate, 
must show that he has a good knowledge 
of the chronometer and the duplex escape- 
ment, of the mechanism of repeaters, chro- 
nograph and complicated watches, and of 
high-class springing and adjusting, and will 
be required to make and fit any new pieces 
in a superior manner to that in the exam- 
ination for the ordinary certificate. 

The ordinary clock repairing certificate 
will certify that the owner is competent to 
repair, and has a good knowledge of the 
principles of ordinary bracket mantel and 
hanging striking clocks of English and 
foreign make, and a corresponding prac- 
tical ability. 

For the honors certificate, in addition to 
the above, he must show that he possesses 
a knowledge of regulators, chiming’ and 
complicated clocks and compensation pen- 
dulums, and must be able to do work of 
the high order befitting such instruments. 

Examinations are held once a month, 
the papers, instructions and work being 
sent out on the third Wednesday in the 
month, The name of a member of the In- 
stitute or substantial householder or other 
person holding some official position who 
would be willing to act as supervisor, and 
make the required statutory declaration, 


must be received by the secretary at least 
seven days beforehand, together with a fee 
of 10s, 6d. A further fee of 10s, 6d. must 
be paid if a certificate is granted, and when 
it is ready for delivery. 





The History of Watchmaking. 


(Address of C. T. HiccGinsotHaM, South Bend, 
Ind., before the recent convention of the 
Indiana Retail Jewelers’ Association.) 


EMBERS of the Indiana Retail Jewelers’ Asso 
ciation and Fellow Craftsmen—It is always a 
pleasure to me to meet with and talk to watchmen. 
It is a peculiar pleasure this evening to address so 
intelligent an audience. The history of watch- 
making is one of the deepest interest. The sci- 
ence of horology is one of the oldest in the world, 
as old as astronomy, which dates back to pre- 
historic man. The first attempt at marking the 
progress of time was probably suggested by shadows 
thrown by rocks, trees and other objects of nature. 
This led to the use of the sun dial. The sun dial, 
however, was useless in the absence of sunshine 
and daylight. Its place was taken by what is 
known as the clepsydrae. This instrument in its 
simplest form consisted of a glass or earthen 
vessel having a delicate perforation in the bottom 
through which water, with which the vessel was 
filled slowly percolated. The descending surface 
of the water indicated the passage of time. From 
this simple device, step by step, was gradually 
evolved the clock. 

It is less than 400 years ago that Peter Hele, 
a skilled mechanic of Nurenberg, constructed the 
first watch. It was a crude, unsightly affair, made 
entirely of iron, and was called, on account of its 
peculiar shape, a Nurenberg tgg. As a time 
keeper it was worthless. It was merely a curious 
mechanical toy. 

An interesting anecdote is related of the de- 
posed monarch, Charles V. Upon his retirement 
from the throne he took up his residence in the 
monastery of St. Uste, where he was wont to 
amuse his dejected mind by placing a number of 
watches upon his table and endeavoring to regu- 
late them to a semblance of uniformity. One 
afternoon, while thus engaged, his favorite watches 
on the table, and his bottle of wine in the cen- 
ter, a careless monk entered the room and 
awkwardly overturned the table. The ecclesiastic 
drew back aghast, in expectation of a severe 
reprimand from the monarch, but the king turned 
good humoredly and with a smile remarked, 
“There, I have labored for months in vain efforts 
to make all those watches go together, now, you 
come in and do it in an instant.” 

As a matter of fact a watch of those times that 
ran within two hours a day would have been con- 
sidered a miracle of accuracy. At that time 
watches had but oné hand—an hour hand. A 
minute hand would have been a ridiculous super- 
fluity. Two hundred years elapsed before they 
were brought to a sufficient state of perfection to 
warrant that addition. ‘ 

From that time on the ablest scientific minds 
were engaged on the improvement of pocket time- 
pieces. The requirements became more and more 
exacting as the value of minutes increased, until 
now, when time taken in seconds is necessary 
to meet the requirements of business and travel, 
the accuracy with which a watch performs its 
allotted task is well night marvelous. 

Open your watch and look at the little busy 
balance wheel as it flies back and forth unceas- 
ingly day and night; 18,000 times every hour, 
157,680,000 every year, more than enough, if given 
to the driving wheels of a passenger locomotive, 
to carry it 28 times around the earth. 

Compare this with the watch of 400 years ago, 
which required the entire year’s labor of a skilled 
mechanic and would not run within two hours a 
day. This would represent to-day a value of about 
$2,000. To-day a good watch can be purchased— 
in spite of the increased value of labor—for one- 
eightieth of that sum. 

The watchmaking industry in America is but 
half a century old, but in that brief period has 
outstripped the wildest dreams of its originator. 
Fifty years ago, when A. L. Dennison, an enter- 
prising American mechanic, in his efforts to enlist 
capital for the enterprise, prophesied that in time 
a single American factory would produce 50 fin- 
ished watches per day, he was dubbed “the Boston 
lunatic.” Today the combined output of all 
American watch factories is a watch every two 
seconds.

Of the 139 movements which passed the 
class A tests, no less than 79 obtained the 
distinction of “especially good,’ and the 
percentage number rose to 56.8, which is, 
so far, a maximum value, the nearest ap- 
proach being 50.2 in 1904.

Burglars. 


HERE is no subject that appeals to the 
jeweler more forcibly than that re- 
lating to methods of protection, and for 
this reason the trade will no doubt be in-

real need of such men, above all other 
needs, is preparation. But as the circum- 
stances of salesmanship vary so much, the 
quest of proper preparation is often very 
confusing. The first thing to get, however, 
is a grip of the best principles bringing un- 
asked-for goods to the notice of custom- 
ers. The habit common among some sales- 
men of reciting to the customer a list of 
possible requirements is still useful as a 
memory-jogger in  smajl miscellaneous 
stores, but in exclusive departments and in 
shops devoted to goods of infrequent de- 
mand such a method is unsuitable and 
would be in many cases quite absurd. 

A more profitable plan is to fix the cus- 
tomer’s attention upon one article. By so 
doing you furnish yourself and your ‘cus- 
tomer with a definite subject to consider. 
This is far better than vague generalities. 
Even if the customer cannot do with the 
article in question, it will probably have 
inspired an interchange of views which, if 
properly conducted, will produce:a pleas- 
ing impression on your patron. As a re- 
sult of this pleasing impression, he will 
most likely search about in his mind for 
something else that he does want, and if 
you have it he will buy it. You have his 
thoughts, at any rate. 

The God-given gifts of strength of body 
and strength of mind are the most produc- 
tive causes of success and general happiness.

The police officers of various cities for 
years past, whén sealing or fastening up 
doors, have found it impracticable to use 
locks or bolts: at the side ‘of the door, but 
instead have used a wooden beam or brace 
extending from the center of the door to a 
space in the floor, some two or three feet 
away, The inventor of the new lock, who 
is an ex-police officer, has taken this prin- 
ciple, which has proven so effective when 
used in a crude way, and upon it has built 
up a lock and brace which, while absolutely 
protecting the door from forcible entry, can 
be released from the outside by the owner 
who possesses a key to it. 

The lock consists of a steel bar five- 
eighths of an inch thick and 56 inches long, 
set in an angle of 60 degrees; one end 
setting in a small socket in the floor, while 
the other is secured against a solid abut- 
ment on the door in the lock device. This, 
it is claimed by the inventor and those who 
have used it, is practically the only kind of 
a lock which is proof against the formidable 
weapon known as a “jimmy,” which is used 
by burglars. It can be had in simple form 
as a brace to be released from the inside, 
or in the form of a brace and lock for 
either single or double doors.

tended handles that reach higher. They

“A QUATRE COULEURS” (Fr.). This was 
the collective term for the XVIII. century 
style of using different colors of gold al- 
loys to carry out a design in jewels. 

A_ design of interlacing 
curves and convolutions, containing grouped 
series of plants, flowers and human figures. 

So called from its originators. Pure 
arabesques, however, contained no depiction 
of live nature, the Koran forbidding it. 
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ARABESQUE ORNAMENT. 


It was practiced by the Arabs, Moors and 
Saracens, “The dogmas of the Moham- 
medan code forbidding the representation 
of animals, in order to avoid even the 
semblance of idolatry, they employed plants 
and trees, with stalks, tendrils, foliage, 
flowers and fruit, producing an endless 
variety of forms and combinations. Hence 
all fanciful decorations of natural objects, 
used to form the continuous ornament of 
a flat surface came to be called arabesque, 
although differing so widely from the Ara- 
bian compositions as to be filled with rep- 
resentations of animals of every variety 
and with fantastic combinations of plants 
and animals almost equally contrary to 
nature. The ancients excelled in this spe- 
cies of decoration, as we see in many of the 
Greek vases.”—Marryat.

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Early Stoneware in the Netherlands. 


(By J. A. R., in the Canadian Pottery and Glass Gazette.) 














HE country known in the 15th and 16th 
centuries as the United Netherlands 
was known in earlier times as Flanders. 
Subsequently it was divided into the two 
modern kingdoms of Holland and Belgium, 
except that small parts of it were annexed 
to France and Germany respectively. 
RAEREN.—Raeren, near Aix-la-Chapelle, 
in the old province of Limburg was the 
earliest seat of the stoneware industry in 
the Netherlands. Here was produced the 
first salt-glazed brown stoneware, pieces 
having been discovered bearing dates as 
early as 1539. The Raeren, or Limburg, 
stoneware, is Of a metallic reddish-brown 
color, produced by the flames of the kiln 
acting on the oxide of iron, contained in 
the clay, the protected or covered parts re- 
maining uncolored. Examples of Raeren 
stoneware frequently present a mottled or 
variegated surface, shading in places from 
a pale gray through yellow to bronze-like 
brown. Sometimes the ware was dipped in 
a solution of pulverized iron ore or rubbed 
with black lead to darken the color. The 
glaze is often smooth and glossy, and does 
not show distinctly the granulation or pit 
ting of the surface. ; 
One of the most characteristic shapes is 
the jug or vase with a cylindrical center 
placed between two half-spheres, the lower 
one terminating in a foot, the upper one 
surmounted by a long cylindrical neck. 
These jugs were moulded in separate: parts, 
which were afterwards joined together. 
Chey have a frieze extending around the 
central portion, usually decorated with 
scenes from the Old or New Testament. A 
subject frequently employed’  is_ the 
Peasants’ Dance. A pair of flagons, or 
Bauerntanz-Kruge ( Peasants’ Dance Jugs), 
have a light brown or reddish glaze, and 
the date 1597. Around the center extend 
bands with continuous figure scenes of 
nen and women dancing in pairs. Jugs of 
similar shape are embellished with a band 
of panels or apartments, illustrating “Works 
of Mercy.” The letters which generally 
accompany these scenes are abbreviated in- 
scriptions, as D. D. R., “Durstigen 
Dranken” (Give drink to the thirsty); H. 
S “Hungrigen Speisen” (Feed the 
Hungry); N. K., “Nacklen Kleiden” 
(Clothe the naked), etc. These jugs were 
ufterwards copied in the gray and blue 
stoneware of Grenzhausen. While, as a 
rule, factory marks were not placed on 
ncient stoneware, on Raeren ware are fre- 
tently found letters and monograms 
which represented abbreviated inscriptions, 
the initials of merchants for whom the 
es were made. In a few instances the 
st letters of the names of potters or 
lelers are found, but these were later 
ied by so many other makers that they 
y be considered untrustworthy for pur- 
ses of identification. These marks, if 
ey may be considered such, are usually 
‘losed in embossed medallions which or- 
ment the sides of jugs and other articles. 
Bourrioux.—Pottery is known to have 
made at Bouffioux and the adjacent 


villages of Pont-de-Loup and Chatelet 
(now in the territory of Belgium) at an 
early period, but it was not until near the 
end of the 16th century that the manufac- 
ture of stoneware of good body and glaze, 
sometimes smeared with blue enamel, imi- 
tating the products of Raeren and Frechen, 
but much inferior in quality of decoration. 
At a later date the gray and blue stone- 
ware of Grenzhausen was imitated here, 
and continued to be manufactured exten- 
sively until the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury. The products were the coarser va- 
rieties of ware, such as beer jugs, traveling 
bottles, water barrels, large Bartmanns, 
used for holding oils, acids, drugs, etc. 
One example of Bouffioux ware is a 
large globu'ar jug of the Graybeard type, 
embellished with a heraldic medallion, sup-

ported by two lions rampant. Two circu- 
lar medallions, one at each side, bear large 
and rudely modeled heads of Claudius and 
Nero, respectively, surrounded by inscrip- 
tions which have been copied from older 
models, as shown by the reversal of some 
of the letters. On the front of the neck 
is the usual bearded mask, which is rudziy 
daubed with dark blue enamel, as are a'so 


the other reliefs. The glaze, which has 
collected together in little patches, is of a 
red-brown tint. The handle is curled up 


in the Grenzhausen manner, and the base 
of the jug is coarsely grooved in the 
Frechen style. This interesting piece be 
longs to the first part of the 17th century 

On a similar Bartmann of brown ware 
are a mask and three circular medallions 
containing heraldic devices which are 
stained with blue. and bear the date 1604 
Quantities of Bouffioux stoneware have 
been dug up in the vicinity of London, 
England. A fine example, eight inches in 
height, has the “lizard’s tail” handle, and 
bears on the base the concentric grooves of 
the cutting wire. Occasionally marks, in- 
itials or names of makers are found on 
pieces of Bouffioux ware, but the charac- 
teristic mark of merchants, so frequently 
found on Raeren ware, does not occur on 
the Bouffioux products.

QueEsTION No. —Cleaning Glass in 
Show Cases.—/Vhat kind of preparation 
could I use to clean glass in frames and 
show cases? I cannot use water very well, 
as it injures the wooden frames. Cc. &. 

ANSWER :-—-When glass must be cleaned 
dry it is best to moisten finely powdered 
tripoli with alcohol and rub this on the 
glass while moist. When dry, rub off with 
a silk rag. When water can be used on 
glass the cleaning may be done quickly by 
adding ammonia to the water. After wash- 
ing, polish with moist paper. 

Question No. 2225.—Gold Solders.— 
| have gold articles of 14, 16, 18, 20 and 
22 karat fineness, and for certain reasons 
they have to be soldered with a solder 
the same fineness as the articles are. It 
must also be easy flowing and the least 
oxidis we Will you kindly advise me of 
the ingredients and proportions of alloys

ANsweR:—It is very difficult to produce 
a solder of the same fineness and color of 
the gold to be soldered, for the reason that 
silver and copper are used to reduce the 
karat and more of it is used to reduce the 
Hence, if you want

to solder a 14-kt. gold, the solder for that 
purpose would contain more silver and 
copper than the piece to be soldered; con- 


sequently it will be sure to give a different 
color. The only way to avoid this difficulty 
would be to use a piece of gold of the same 
fineness as the gold to be soldered and sweat 
it in, or use it as solder. This requires 
some experience, but it can be learned read- 
ily by anyone having a little patience. The 
gold to be used as solder should be rolled 
very thin, It must be perfectly clean and 
may be used by laying a piece between the 
edges to be soldered, wiring it securely. 
he blow-pipe is used to melt it together 
with the aid of flux. Or a thin strip may 
be cut from the thin rolled sheet and used 
solder. The solders that most closely 
semble the gold to be soldered may be 
roduced by taking the following: For 
'2-kt., take a piece of 22-kt. gold, represent- 
ng 22 parts, add to it 2% parts of silver 
nd one part of copper. For 20-kt., take a 
ce of 20-kt. gold, representing 20 parts, 
d add to it two parts silver and one part 
pper. For 18-kt., use a piece of 18-kt. 
Id, representing 18 parts, and add to it 
'2 parts silver and ™% part copper, For 
t., take a piece of 16-kt. gold, represent- 
16 parts, and add to it one part silver 

d % part copper. For 14-kt., use a 
ce of 14-kt. gold, representing 14 parts, 
| add to it % part silver and % part

copper. These solders are not very easy 
flowing. The easy-flowing solders contain 
more silver and copper, and may be pur- 
chased in any karat from the jewelers’ sup- 
ply houses. 

QUuEsTION No, —Sample Engraving 
Plate.—/ am engraving a sample plate for 
printing. I have very fine, accurately 
faced tools, but am at a loss to know 
whether I am cutting it deep enough. I 
have bought the lozenge, or diamond- 
shaped tool and have faced it very flat. 
Jt cuts well, but does not seem to get 
around the plate. Can you explain to me 
how I could go about this in order to have 
no difficulty in cutiing and to make the cuts 
good and deep, so that when I come to the 
rubbing-down part with charcoal and oil I 
will not find my plate unfit for printing? 
I know all angles of sharpening a graver, 
and the different effect they give, but still 
feel that there is perhaps something which 
your valuable paper can teach me. E. A. 

ANSWER :—We assume that the difficulty

syle 


is a burr or ragged appearance of the 
curved lines, To avoid this, the graver 


must be sharpened exactly right, the stoned 
surfaces must be flat, and the cutting edges 
straight and at corresponding angles with 
each other. Both of these things are essen- 
tial. One of the most difficult things to 
learn in the engraving line is to turn up 
the point of the graver. When the tool is 
turned up, the flat parts of the under sides 
should-be of equal length; if one is longer 
than the other the curved lines cut with it 
will be ragged, no matter how much skill 
may be used in handling it. In cutting 
curves, the. graver should be turned the 
merest trifle to the right and the cut is 
easy and clean. - Too much emphasis cannot 
be given to this. The writer has engraved 
1 number of swadges (or hubs) recently. 
They are made of tool steel and are used 
for making bosses (or dies) for power 
presses, The letters had to be quite deep, 
and in cutting the curved lines the graver 
had to be turned to the right just a trifle 
to avoid a burr; but when the job was 
finished the curved lines did not look dif- 
ferent from the straight ones, because the 


graver had been turned just enough to 
clear the edge of the letter. A mistake 
that is frequently made, where the cutting 


must be deep, consists in the attempt to 
remove too much metal at once, Make a 
clean, light incision, and go over it as many 
times as necessary to get the required 
depth, Always keep the graver in the best 
possible condition,

ANSWER :—Polish the case all over with 
tripoli and a felt wheel to remove dents 
and scratches, Then boil out in soap suds, 
to which has been added a little washing 
soda and ammonia, until thoroughly clean. 
Color with chamois buff and soft rouge 
moistened with alcohol. Clean again, boil 
in soda water and prepare for the plating 
solution, Deposit a light coat of gold, then 
remove and scratch-brush very lightly with 
a soft scratch-brush and bran water. Be 
careful to avoid scratch-brushing too hard, 


or the case will have a satin or frosted 
finish, After rinsing in clean water, run on 
another deposit of gold. The scratch- 


brushing may have to be repeated several 
times to insure a good finish. The case is 
now lightly polished on the outside and in 
the chased parts again with a felt wheel and 
soft rouge moistened with alcohol. The 
inside is colored with a chamois-covered 
buff and rouge, and the outside is colored 
up with a cotton buff and rouge. Wash 
carefully to remove al] the rouge, then dip 
in boiling soft water, or alcohol, and dry 
with a soft cloth. This process involves 
several operations, but they are necessary 
to produce a good finish. Nickel, silver, 
white metal or silveroid cases that are to 
be polished only are first buffed with tripoli 
and the felt wheel to remove all scratches, 
and then colored up with rouge and cotton 
buff.
